POWER BRAKES REQUIRED 


Street Railway Manager Will 
Asked to Confer With B. P. I. 
and Discuss Plans. 


On Saturday of.the present week a new 
ordinance, providing that all street cars 
shall be equipped with power brakes, will 
go into effect. 


It was signed by the mayor April 16, and 


directs the Board of Public Improvements 
to see that all street cars are equipped 
with brakes, and provides a fine for each 
cxse in which a car fitted with an imperfect 
or ineffective fender shall be allowed to 
run.

STRENDOUS LIFE 


Declares He Was Never Beat- 
en in a Fist Fight. 


HOW DANA MADE HIM FAMOUS 


PLACED HIM WITH HOKE SMITH, 
DINK BOTTS AND RATIO ROSE. 


Diminutive Politician Came Here a 
‘ Deckhand and Tossed His 
Second Mate Over- 
board. 


Abe Slupsky has pleaded not gullty to the 
charge of assault to kill Charles Pinckard, 
a saloon keeper and his neighbor. 

The shooting occurred last Sunday and 
was the result of the loss of a baseball 
by a son of Pinckard, who claimed it went 
in Slupsky’s yard. 

Pinckard is at the Baptist Sanitarium 


and the surgeons say he will recover from 
the gunshot wounds in the abdomen and 


leg. 

Though he is known in St. Louis as a 
politician and a give-and-take fighter, it is 
not by reason of his prowess with his fists 
that Slupsky has become a national char- 
acter; it is all on account of his name. 

The late Charles A. Dana of the New 
York Sun discovered Abe Slupsky. Mr. 
Dana had a penchant fo picking up odd- 


itorilals until they became as familiar as 
catchy purases at the dance halls or as the 
titles of-the latest funny books. 

In this way Mr. Dana first made known 
to fame the Hon. Hoke Smith of Georgia, 
who afterward became secretary of the in- 
terior. In this way he immortalized the 
Hon. Dink Botts. In this way the Hon. Ra- 
tio Rose of Howard County, Mo., became 
heralded to renown not circumscribed by 
the limits of Fayette and Glasgow, Mo. 

And in this way Abe Slupsky—‘‘Col.”” Abe 
Slupsky—grew into a wider and more endur- 
ing fame than either of his contemporaries 
on the editorial pages of the Sun. 

At the particular moment when Slupsky 
was discovered he happened to be an as- 
pirant for the St. Louls School Board, and 
the Sun ran him as the candidate for school 
trustee who never had gone to school a day 
in his life.

INVESTIGATION CONCLUDED

PHILADELPHIA, April 23—When the 
ecclesiastical court that is investigating the 
career of Bishop John Nepomucene Neuw- 
mann, who is proposed for sainthood, 
opened the coffin that held his corpse # 
years, there was found a solid mummified 
body almost in a perfest state of preser- 
vation. 

There is a legend of the Catholic Church 
that bodies of saints, when exhumed after 


pany years, show extraordinary preserva- 
tion. 

The Rev. Joseph Wissell, pastor of St. Pe- 
ter’s and a member of the court, in a 
statement made after the examination, 


said: 

‘The coffin was more or less decayed. but 
the body, attired in the bishop's vestments, 
was mummified. The body was in remark- 
able state of preservation. The hands. 
folded across the breast, were perfect and 
the feet equally so, the flesh being hard and 
solid. though of a dark gray color. The 
bishop's massive cross lay on his breast 
and the episcopal ring was on his finger. 
The body was placed in a new coffin, sealed 
up and repl«ced in the vault.”’ 

As to étails of the examination by the 
doctors, all were sworn to secrecy. The 
complete report of the investigation will 
be forwarded to Rome along with reports 
of miracles performed by the dead bishop.

PLAYING TODAY, SAYS JUDGE TALTY 


In the first skirmish of the long legal 
battle In St. Louis that is promised be- 
tween the National and American Baseball 
Leagues, the old organization was worsted. 

F. De Haas Robison asked the Circuit 
court Wednesday morning for an immedl- 
ite. order restraining J. Emmett Heidrick, 
Rhoderick J. Wallace and Charles W. 
Harper from playing any games in the 
Amegican League. An especial fight was 
nad» to have the orders go out immediately 
10 that the defendants cou:d not participate 


mn Wednesday afternoon's game at Sports- 


man's Park.

In Judge Talty’s division the malin efort 
to secure immediate action was made. The 
news of the filing of the injunctions spread 


rapidly, and when the court assumed the 


tench the 100m was crowded to the door. 
The sole professional ball player present 
was ‘Jiggs’ Donohue, the Brown's back- 
Stop. 

‘Jiggs’ was an attractive listener to the 
proceedings and, as soon as the decision 
was announced, did’a professional sprint 
to the Southern Hotel, where Secretary 
Hedges and a big bunch of anxious fans 
were in waiting. 
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dressed the court on the necessity of im- 
mediate action. 

‘The American League season opens to- 
day, and these men are announced to par- 
ticipate,’’ Col Overall stated. “My olient 
has the right to their services, and the 
men should be prohibited from lending aid 
to a rival organization.” 

“Does the club that claims these men 
play today also?’’ the court asked. 

“Yes, sir; in Chicago,”’ answered Judge 
Russell. ‘“‘The fact that chey have been 


reatrained bere from playing with the 
American League will be known in Chicago 
instantly, and will result in a larger at- 
tendancé upon the National League game 
there this afternoon.” 

“Judge Russell, IJ cannot see the foroe of 
your logic,’’ Judge Talty replied. “Tf the 
order keeping the men out of the game here 
transported them to Chicago and into the 
game there your client might be benefited, 

“But there is another phase, The preeent 
employer of the men woul be financially 
injured by such action, how much I cannot 
gay nor can I see where the justice would 
be in before the allegations you make are 
sustained. You may not be able to do this, 
and there is no recourse open to the other 
team’s management. 


Must Show Cause Why 
They Should Not Stick. 

“T can’t see how one or two or three 
games in which these defendants particl- 
pate can injure the plaintiff, as his team 
is out of the city. I will not issue an 1m- 
mediate order, but will direct that Harper 
and Wallace come into court on the day 
you agree upon and show cause why they 
should not be permanently enjoined from 
playing with an American League team.” 

Col. Overall and Judge Russell suggested 
Thursday morning, but Mr. Johnson de- 
murred to this, and Monday at 10 a. m. 
was finally accepted by both sides. 

Mr. Robison took the situation philosoph- 
{cally and said he might go out to the game 
himself this afternoon. 

To the Post-Dispatch he said that other 
suits were contemplated. 

“TI moved first against Harper, Wallace 
and Heidrick,”’ he said, “because their bad 
faith is so apparent. 

“Burkett, Padden and Sudhoff are bound 
to me and I will go after them just as 
soon as I get the first batch of suits well 
under way. 

“If they won't play for me they are cer- 
tainly not going to play for the American 
League, if I can help it.’’

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WILL COMPULSION WORK? 


Before passing the ordinance proposed by Health Commissioner 
Starkiof, compelling all persons to submit to vaccination, it 
would be well for the Municipal Assembly carefully to con- 
sider the effect of such a law. Dr. Starkloff may weil consider 
whether it will not defeat the end to which he its striving. 

Gradhting the protection from smallpox which vaccination offers 
the individual the question of whether it is possible to force an 
entire community to submit to it is the essential question. There 
are thousands of persons whe do not believe in it and would 
oppose its application to themselves on principle. It would run 
against prejudices and varying medical theories.in some, and 
feurs of evil consequences in others. The confidence of the peo- 
ple in thé purity and safety of anima! virus has been terribly 
shaken. 

With these obstacies to contend with would not compulsory 
vaccinaticn be wrecked? And would not the attempt have a 
most damaging effect upon voluntary vaccination? Would not 
the effort to vaccinate by force of law and authority excite re- 

' gentiment in many who would voluntarily accept it? 

It is impossible to enforce a law against the personal asteie 
of @ large percentage of the population. Juries and justice 
swould not inflict penalties upon honest persons who refused to 
be vaccinated on principle, cr because of fears or contrary 
opinions. ; 

Compulsory vaccination micht prove a boormerarg. It is easy 
to construct laws to run a community, but difficult to enforce 


a when they attack personal HNberty, and to foresee what 
will be their consequences. 


But if the health officers cannot foree everyone to be vaccinated 
they ean vaccinate all who want such protection, and supplement 
this with an effective campaign of house-to-house disinfection, 
which proved so suceccsful in Cleveland.

DELEGATE BURKE’S RESOLUTION 
PASSED UNANIMOUSLY. 


LEGAL ADVICE IS ASKED 


Cronin Favors Any. Measure to rl 
inate Burke, Whom He Terms 
a Backnumber. 


Twenty-two members of the House of 
Delegates, all who were at Tuerday night's 
meeting, voted for a resolution asking the 
city counselor to point out a way in whic 
the House of Delegates con be abolished. 

Delegate Burke had said at the previous 
meeting that he would introduce a resolu- 
tion looking to the abolishment of the 
House, but his remark was not taken serti- 
ously. When he handed in his resolution 
Tuesday nisht there was surprise among 
the other members, but they took thelr cue 
from Delegates Sweeney and Cronin, who at 
once declared themselves in favor of the 
proposal. 

“I’m for anything 
Burke,”’ said Cronin. 

“It’s a case of sour grapes,” said Swee- 
ney. ‘‘We’ll give him all he Wants of it,’’ 
and he persuaded Brennan and Buckley, 
who at first had voted against the resolu- 
tion, to change their votes. 

“When Cronin designated Burke as a 
‘back number’ and told anecdotes relat- 
ing to the last campaign in the Sixteenth 
ward, with allusions to sundry diamonds 
belonging to Burke's opponent, Burke de- 
clared that he had been fmnsulted, and 
Speaker Fontana was obliged to order the 
hostile members to be still. 

Most of the members of the House ma- 
' jority took occasion to make some uncom- 
plimentary allusion to Burke, either to the 
entire House or to those sitting near theta, 
as they voted for his resolution. 

“It will only be a year till this House 
will abolish itself,’ said Burke. “ 
things have been going on for several years 
in a way that’s outrageous.’ 

“This resolution mere ly calls for informa- 
tion,’’ sald Delegate Reiss. ‘‘The time«for 
debating the question of abolishing the 
House will come later. I think tifé fault is 
with voters.’

General Showers Have Fallen, but 
Ground Is Still Dry. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, IJl., April 23.—The local 
agriculture bureau has issued the following 
report on Illinois crops: 


Oool weather prevailed during the ear'y part of 
the week, and lights te moderately heavy frosts 
occurred. Although damage from the:e frosts is 
reported by a few correspondents, it is believed 
that the damage was geherally slight. The weather 

ew warmer the latter part of the week, and at 
ts end was almost summerlike. The wetk has 
generally been dry, but light showers occurred 
over the greater part of the state during the lat- 
ter part of the week. A few correspondents re- 

Tt heavy showers in their localities. At no 
place, however, bas the rainfa’l been sufficient for 
the needs of vegetation. 

The cool, dry weather of the early part of the 
week retarded the growth of vegetation, an) 
though conditions improved later, growing crops 
have made but little advancement during -tae 
week. Heavy rains are ueeded generally through 
out the state. The soll is in fine condition for 
ne ™ and weather conditions have been favorable 
for farm work, which has progressed mgpidiy. It 
is believed that the average condition of wheat 
hae not undergone much change during the week. 
though the lack of molsture and the cool weather 
Rave retarded its growth. In some localities the 
crop has improved, and in others it has dete 
riorated. At many places where it is now {n good 
condition it is believed that, unless good rains 
occur soon, the crop will begin to deteriorate. 

The above remarks regarding wheat will also 
apply to rye. The crop of oats has nearly al’ be n 

and much of it now shows above tiie g. ound. 
Tn some localities this crop is doing very welii, 
but generally its condition is not favorable on ac 
count of the cold, dry weather. In some lo a! ities 
the seed failed to germinate properly and many 
fielda have been resown. Rain is badly needed fir 
this crop, though the light rains the latter part 
of the week have improved it somewhat. 

Meadows and pastures need rain badly, there 
having been but little growth during the past week 
on account of dry weather. In a few localitie:, 
however, the drouthy condition seems not to have 

affected them eer, and they are making fair
